A BILL TO CONSOLIDATE PACIFIC RAIL- 
ROADS. 


A bill was introduc:d in the House 
to-day by Representative Butterworth 
(R.), of Ohio, to authorize the consoli- 
dation of the Southern Pacific and At- 


lantic and Pacific companies. It pro- 
vides that nothing in the Act shall be 
held to authorize the consolidation of 
— 4 or competing lines between the 

acific coust and ports on the Gulf of 
Mexico or the Mississippi river, or 
impair any right acquired by these 
companies under previous Acts of 
Congress. 

A bill introduced by Ellis, of Louis- 
jana supplemental to the act to incor- 
the Texas Pacific Railroad 

ompany provides that franchises 
conferred by the Act of March 3, 1871, 
upon the part of the Texas Pacific 
road lying west of the Rio Grande at 
or near El Paso, may be transferred to 
the Southern Pacific Railroad Com: 
pany of New Mexico and Arizona and 
the Los Angeles and San Diego Com- 
* of California. The bill makes 
lawful for the roads mentioned to 
merge into out company. 


THE REAGAN BILL. 

Regan made u strong fight for the 
consideration of his Interstate Com- 
merce bill in the House to-day, but 
failed in his purpose. He wanted a 


resolution adopted discharging - the 


Commerce Committee from further 
consideration of the subject, and 
fixing a day to consider the bill. 
Railroad influences were immediately 


noticable in defendiug the proposition. 
Reagan and others contended that the 
Commerce Committee have had the 
subject in hand for nearly six months, 
and though they knew the country 
demanded speedy action on the subject, 
they had not reported either of the 
bills before them regulating traffic and 
freight charges by railrouds. Mem- 
bers of the committee, as well as 
others who are recognized as dir ct 
ageuts of railroads, made all kinds of 
excuses, and appealed to the House 
not to pass Reagan's resolution, that 
it would be regarded as a rebuke to 
the committee, which had been seri- 
ously thinking of reporting some kina 
of bill this session. Those appeals 
had their effect, and the House, by a 
vote of 113 to 78—not the necessary 
two-thirds-—refused to discharge the 
committee. The vote shows, however, 
that when any direct vote can be taken 
on the subject the railroads will not 
have much chance.

An Atrocious Murder. 

Sr. Louis, June 7.-—A dispatch from 
Cairo, III., this morning says: J. W. 
Bayless, a farmer fifty or sixty years 
of age, living about three and a half 
miles from Vienna, III., on the Wabash 
Railroad, was murdered. It seems 
that he had been sitting by a small 
lamp reading. The assassins entered 
and tied him to the chair in which he 
was sitting. Then they tied his hands 
behind him and his feet together. 
When found his feet were burned to a 
crisp by a lamp being held under 
them. They split his head with an 
an ax, and. searc the house. When 
through, they the bridle with 
which he was bound to the chair and 
shoved him over on the floor, where hv 
was found by his neighbors, dead.

THE OLD STORY. 
The Receiving Teller of the Bank of Califor. 
nia Suicides. | 


San Francisco, June 7.—Charles J. 
Gommer, Receiving Teller of the Bank 
of California, committed suicide this 
morning, at his residence, 834 Sutter 
street, by shooting himself through the 
head. He came down to breakfast at 
the usual hour, returned to his room, 
and about ten o'clock was found dead 
on the floor with a pistol lying near 
his hands. No report was heard by 
the inmates of the house. The report 
on the street is to the effect that he 
has been nnder surveillance by the 
bank authorities under suspicion of 
crookedness in his accounts; but the 
officers of the bank say that the whole 
affair is u complete surprise te them; 
that he had always enjoyed the full 
confidence of his employers, and that 
his accounts are perfectly straight. 
They account for his act on the * 
thut some time ago he came into pos- 
session of a considerable amount 0 
money which he lost in stocks, and 
that his losses had unsettled his mind. 
The otficers of the bank had noticed 
nothing peculiar in his behavior, but 
his associates in the office say that he 
had appeared for some weeks past to 
be laboring under depression of be agin 
for which he refused to assign a 
cause. Deceased was well connect 
being a brother-in-law of Adam Grant, 
of Murphy, Grant & Co., and of Gen. 
Morrow, a well known stock broker. 
His age was 37 years.

The thought is forced to the surface 
that the people have a right to discuss 
and remonstrate against the disgrace- 
ful occurrences at the Democratic Pri- 
maries on Tuesday.

THE DEAD PATRIOT. 


A Tribate by the Grand Chancellor 
ofthe United States. 


„There has gone another figure of the 
Revolution; oh, God, be merciful to 
him, exclaimed the Pope as he heard 
the news of the death of Italy's great 
patriot. And the Voice of Truth echo. 
ing the sentiment of all who knew the 
remarkable man, with honesty said: 
„Garibaldi was one of the most deter- 
mined but also the frankest of our ad- 
versaries. Not from him came the 
heaviest blows and bitterest troubles. 
He was no hypocrite. May the prayers 
of his mother have smoothed the last 
moments of her son's agitated life. 

He was no hypocrite, but one of the 
most open-hearted, frank and honest 
men that ever lived. In personal bear- 
ing and conversation he was as simple 
and unaffected as a child. Intensely an 


Italian, his only ambitions were for the 
unity, freedom and glory of his native 
land, whose honor was far more to him 
than his personal interests or life. He 
sought no personal honor or prefer- 
ment, and repeatedly refused those few 
would have had the strength of mind to 
pass by. In him was no spirit of re- 
venge or retaliation. He never shed or 
caused to be shed a drop of blood that 
did not pain his heart. But he hated 
tyranny and oppression of every form 
and nature, and against them he waged 
relentless war. 

It was my fortune to see him at the 
head of his army of red-shirted knights 
twenty-two years ago. The picture of 
the man as I first beheld him has never 
faded. It was on a glorious autumn af- 
ternoon as the sun hung about two hours 
above the waves of the Mediterranean, 
that I made my way to the brow of a 
flowery mound, afew miles from Naples, 
where stood the figure upon which all 
the eyes of Europe were then fixed. 
Surrounded by his staff, or rather just 
in front of them, he was standing in his 
red shirt, his pants within his Welling- 
ton boots a large slouch hat covering 
his large head, his battered sword hang- 
ing low at his side, hisred sash over the 
shoulder and tight about the waist, his 
dark eyes intently bent upon the uncer- 
tain movements of his struggling lines, 
which were hotly contesting the fields of 
Volturno, he made a picture not to be 
forgotten. Short was his observation, 
for he turned abruptly to his staff, ut- 
tered a few words unknown to our ears, 
flung himself into the saddle, and ten 
minutes later was lost from sight in a 
cloud of smoke rolling up from the 
field on which the fate of Italy hung in 
trembling balance. 

When night had come I saw him 
again. The day's work was done, 
he was master of the bloody field. 
Again he was as calm and un- 
pretentious as the humblest of his 
army—army, it was little better than an 
immense well-disposed mob, with whom 
discipline had little power, but whose 
heroic valor was supreme. 

Day and night for a week I saw his 
batteries throwing death and dismay 
into the strongholds of King Bomba at 
Gaeta, while he calmly awaited the sure 
result. His personal courage, self-pos- 
session and command held his warriors 
in check, and saved much horror that 
would have accompanied them under 
any other leader. They knew he was 
honest; that he fought and asked them 
to fight only for the glory of their coun- 
try; and their great respect for him held 
them back from much they would have 
done but for him. 

He was a leader, and was always in 
the thickest of the battle, and thousands 
stood and died because Garibaldi was in 
the front. Had Count Cavour proven 
true to Garibaldi, as he pledged himself 
at Florence he would, to-day Italy might 
have been a republic; but he betrayed 
the rising democracy into the hands of 
its worst enemies, and this nearly broke 
the great heart of the noble patriot. 

The deepest sympathies of Garibaldi 
were quickly aroused in behalf of any 
3 struggling against oppression. 

ar as it was liberty against tyranny, 
he sympathized with the Nihilists of 
Russia, the Socialists of Germany, the 
Communists of France, the slaves of 
America, the tenants of Ireland, while 
21 he was never an extremest.

THE LADIES’ BENEVOLENT SOCIETY. 


The Secretary's Semi-Aunual Re- 
port of Finances. 


To the Officersand Members of the Ladies’ 
Benevolent Society of Los Angeles: 
Your Secretary begs leave to report 

that the whole amount of money re- 

ceived from all sources during the past 
six months has been as follows:

$508 30 


In the absence of your much- loved 
President, Mrs. Ducummon, I further 
report that during the past six months 
aid has been granted in one hundred 


and two cases, and money oo to 
the amount of $579 75—$1 75 in excess 
of the entire receipts, including mem- 
bership dues for the year. The demands 
upon the Society for the past few 
months have been very urgent. The in- 
creasing population, combined with 
much sickness among the poor, has se- 
verely taxed the resources of the So- 
ciety and could not have been met but 
tor generous contributions and an in- 
creased membership. The greater part 
of this aid has been given to mothers 
with helpless families, where the fath- 
ers have ceased to contribute to their 
support. The county hospital has no 
provision for these, and, as the children 
are not orphans, there is not at present 
any certain and immediate relief for 
them except through this Society. Your 
Board of Managers in November last, 

realizing that something more should be 
done for this class of sufferers, instruct- 
ed me in their behalf to make an urgent 
appeal to the different churches to aid 
in this Christian charity, and the total 
response received from all was $12.50. 

The smallness of this sum must cer- 
tainly be due to the want of considera- 
tion and knowledge of the actual condi- 
tion of affairs. 

In addition to the financial aid grant- 
ed even greater good has been done by 
procuring employment, visiting and 
giving encouragement to the sick 
poor, and members sending food daily 
to the unfortunate, and distributing 
clothes, bedding and household goods 
collected from the charitable, and ten- 
derly caring for the dying and the dead;

HENRY N. BRUNING. 


A Short Sketch of the Deceased'’s 
Eventful Life. 
The subject of this sketch was born 
in Hanover, Germany. He lost his par- 
ents at an early age, and when a young 
man emigrated to New York, where he 
found employment in a large wholesale 
house. A mercantile life not suiting 
his fancy he enlisted in the army and 


went to Florida, enduring great hard- 
ships during the Florida wars. Through 


the Mexican war he took a very active 


part and was with Gen. Taylor. After 
the war he returned East with his reg- 
iment and at Fortress Monroe, Virginia, 
was united in marriage with Miss Mary 
C. Maher. Ten children were 
born to them, three only surviving. 
In 1865 his regiment was ordered to 
Oregon to take part in the Indian wars. 
He was a bosom friend of the famous 
Gen. Wright, now dead, and was with 
him during the Indian disturbances in 
that State. Returning to San Francisco, 
Mr. Bruning held the position of Quar- 
termaster’s clerk. In 1868 he was re- 
moved to Wilmington to act in the same 
1 wk which position he held until 
2, when he retired, leaving behind 

him the record of an unblemished life. 
He then removed to Los Angeles, and 
has lived a very retired and quiet life 
until recently, when he accepted a po- 
sition in the employ of the railroad 
company, which he had filled only a 
month when he was taken severel 
ill with the malad 
his death and from which be 
had been a lifelong sufferer — 
heart disease. For six weeks his suffer- 
ings have been intense, but during all 
that time he bore thera as he had borne 
them on the field ‘of battle—like a sol- 
dier.

YOSEMITE. 
How to Get There by Private 
| Conveyance. 


The Shortest Route—Tolls, Ferryage, etc. The 
Big Trecs—Look Out for Disap- 
pointment—The Coast Route. 


Epirton Times: As it is customary 
about this season of the year for nearly 
everybody in town to begin to talk 
about going to the mountains for a 
vacation, and as about one out of a hun- 
dred of those who talk about it actually 
go, perhaps a few words to would-be 
travelers, especially to those proposing 
a camping-out trip to Yosemite, may 
not be unseasonable nor uttered in vain. 
In short, I have made and survived a 
trip of this description, have been ques- 
tioned about it by a number of persons, 
and take this means of answering. 

HOW TO GET THERE. 
The shortest route is via the road fol- 
lowing the line of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad to Madera, which is ninety- 
four miles from the valley, the total 
distance from Los Angeles being about 
400 miles. This road, however, does 
not literally follow the railroad—in fact 
is not in sight of it half the time, some- 
times is five miles distant from the 


rails—and the unsophisticated stranger 
who takes the natives’ word for it that 


ignorant of his own capabilities of miss- 
ing, and of the possibilities of this great 
country! Leaving Los Angeles, the 
scenery along the road from here to the 
San Joaquin Valley, which is entered 
near Caliente, is generally interesting. 

But all the way through the valley 
until Madera is reached it is flat, stale 
and unprofitable,’’ relieved by 


AN OCCASIONAL OASIS, 


Such as Bakersfield and Visalia. Sandy 
roads which wear out horses aad make 
tourists weary, ditches to be crossed 
with difficulty, astream or two to be 
forded and fences unex dly en- 
countered across what the traveler had 
hitherto supposed to be a highway! Be- 
tween here and Mojave the traveler has 
the choice of two roads; he can leave 
Newhall and go over the mountains via 
Fort Tejon, or follow the more direct 
course over the Mojave desert. There 
is not much difference in the distance, 
ee the former route is prefera- 

le as being through a less desolate 
country than the latter, but the stations 
along the railroad through the desert, 
where travelers can now procure water, 
has robbed that route of its former ter- 
ror. For twenty-five miles east of 
Madera there is nothing to be seen that 
is particularly interesting, but as soon as 
the traveler gets into the foot hills and 
among the live oaks there is a succes- 
sion of pretty views and scenes of beau- 
ty. Then when the hills attain to tl:e 
dignity of mountains, when the oak is 
succeeded by the pine tree, one feels 
the weakness of such adjectives as 
„pretty and „beautiful.“ All nature's 
pictures are grand and sublime 
culminating in the 


SUBLIMITY OF GRANDEUR, YOSEMITE. 


To go to the Mariposa grove of sequoias 
(big trees) the tourist who l in his 
own conveyance leaves the Madera stage 
road about six miles west of Clark’s, 
turning to the right, southward, and 
finds a very fair wagon road through the 
heavy pine timber u * to the Big Tree 
Grove, about eight miles from the stage 
. There are no accommodations 
for visitors at the Mariposa grove of big 
trees. Let the visitor bear this in mind, 
and also be prepared fora disappoint- 
ment in the ap 9 — of the trees 
when he gets They are big 
enough, but, 22 or other, the av- 

erage tourist cannot realize their im- 
mensity; and if you want to rhapsodize 
a little on that topic, just take the 
writer’s advice and do it before you see 
them, getting your ideas upon the sub- 
ject from the vivid descriptions of them 
written by enthusiasts who had never 
seen a tree more than two feet in diam- 
eter before 


VIEWING THE SEQUOIA. 


"Yosemite will come up to your expecta- 
tions; there you can honestly raphsodize 
if you want to, Ny if you make 
the ascent of the ier Point trail, and 
look down the sheer precipice into the 
valley half a mile below! The toll on 
this trail, by the way, is seventy-five 
cents or a dollar. It is about five miles 
long, just wide enough for one horse, 


constituted man or woman who can ride 
a horse can ascend and descend in safe- 
ty. Trained horses are not required; 
any horse of steady character and tem- 
perate habits can be relied upon for the 
work. In the valley at this season the 
hotels will be crowded. Campers will 
find the whole upper end of the valley 
at their disposal for a camping ground, 
with plenty of water and wood and lim- 
ited grazing for stock. There is also a 
farm house, where all the necessities of 
a camping life can be procured at only 
three or four times their ordinary value, 
and where the proprietor will unblush- 
ingly assure you that he only charges 
you 
4 CENT OR TWO 


more than cost, and present his big reg- 
ister to you for your name and words 
ofge mmendation, which you, of course, 

be just unoriginal enough to write 
— our predecessors have done so! 
Those whe go to the valley by railroad or 
stage can see its principal points of in- 


will enjoy a stay of ten days, or so, as 
their expenses will be light. Tourists, 
who travel in their own wagons, should 
go one route and returntheother. The 
one I have briefly described, is, as has 
been said before, the shortest, but the 
best one, and the pleasantest, in every 
respect, is 

THE COAST ROUTE, 
Which is the stage road up the coast 
through Santa Barbara, San Luis Obis- 
po, Soledad and Hollister, crossin — 
coast ra through the Pacheco 
between Hollister and Gilroy, down into 
the San Joaquin Valley, and ferrying 
the San Joaquin river at Firebough’s or 
Hill's ferry, thence over this valley to 
Merced or Madera, the distance from 
Los Angeles to Yosemite, by this route, 
being six hundred miles. Traveling 
along the coast, the tourist finds a pleas- 
ant succession of fine scenery, a rich 
farming region, sparsely settled, of 
course, but yet so nearly civilized that 
he can find every night a hospitable 
ranch house to stop at. Along the coast 
feed for one's horses is always obtain- 
able; traveling by way of Mojave it is 
necessary to carry hay one or two days. 
Grass is also scarcy in the mountains 
approaching Yosemite. Grain, of course, 
the teamster will always carry. By both 
roads water can be found at intervals of 
ten or fifteen miles in the driest local- 
ities. Camping es should not be
